ORGANIZATION - A national farm loan association may be or-
ganized in any community where 10 eitizens owning land desire to
borrow an aggregate of not less than $20,000.  The land must be un-
incumberced or the proeeeds of the loan must be used, in part, to re-
move any lien.  Loans may be as small as $100, or as large as $10,000,

'l‘hc:\' must first make application, in writing, for a charter to the
federal land bank of the distriet in which the association desires to
do business.  This application must be signed by all those desiving to
form the association, stating specifically the name under which Ihr?\'
desire to do busimess, the amount each one desires to borrow, 1I_w exli-
mated vaule of the seeurity cach one offers, the teeritory in whieh the
association desires to do business, how the proceeds of the lm_um are
to be used, and other details set forth in the blank forms which are
furnished. .

The application having been signed, together with another blank
form furnished, ealled an “organization certificate,” the applicants
become a tentative organization and elect an agent to represent them,
called a “‘seeretary-treasurer'; they also soleer a committee of three,
called a *“loan committee,”  This agent will then receive, from each
of the applicants, a subseription to the stoek of the assoeiation they
are formnige r-;':.:l 1o h per cend ol the loan  the y ‘\1'\!‘?'““_\ desiie,
which is not required s the loan is geanted.

The application for the ehavter having bheon signed, the signa
tures niust e acknowledged before a notary public or other office
qualiivd to administer oaths, and then it must be forwarded by the
gocretnry-treasurer to the foderal land bank of the distriet.

Upon s veecipt the nank will send s agent to examine into the
representations wade in the application and, if fouund satisfactory, a
charter will be granted,

Upon the granting of the charter, the individoals signing the ap
plication become a body eorporate, which gives it the rvight to do the
business authorized ll_\ the farm loan aet, to extend its benefits to oth-
ers by taking in new members from tiie to time, and to have sueees
sion indelinitely.  New members maost be borrowers whose loans iy
